On December 12, 1969, the OI-POPR arrested several 
members of the captioned organization on charges involving 
violations of the Explosives Law of Puerto Rico in connection 
with the bombing of several business establishments in the 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, area on December 11, 1969.

On February 7, 1970, facilities of the 
General Electric Company in Rio Piedras, Puerto Ricq and the 
Selective Service Office, Dorado, Puerto Rico, were bombed 
and subsequently claimed by MIRA. On April 23-2L, 1970, 

51 explosive devices were discovered at communications 
facilities located at "El Yunque," a mountain located near 
San Juan. Thus far, the terrorist organization responsible 
for placing the bombs at "El Yunque" has not been determined. 
Based on the foregoing, it appears that to date MIRA has 
acted against tourism, general economic property. Federal 
agencies and possibly communications. This suggests that the 
next action by MIRA could be directed against "Enemy 
installations . " 

According to 01, the wording "Enemy installations” 
would logically include all u. S. Military installations, 
National Guard facilities and possibly local and Federal 
law enforcement groups. >.

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PAKTIDO SOCIALISTA OBRERO 
(SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY) (PSO) 


On April 30, 1968- a confidential source furnished a 
printed document captioned "Manifiesto Del P. S. 0. A Todo El 
Pais" (Manifesto of the PSO to the Entire Country). It announces 
the creation of the new organization "Partido Socialista Obrero" 
and calls upon the youth of Puerto Rico as those who in the end 
"are going to defeat Imperialism, Colonialism and Capitalism by 
building a new society of peace and justice under the flag of 
Marxist-Leninist Socialism." The manifesto terminates with 
declarations that: It will work for unity of working people 

exploited by the rich; youth should unite against obligatory 
military service; it will respond violently in defense of life 
and country against the oppression of the FBI, CIA and Colonial 
Police. The manifesto is signed by a group of individuals with 
WILSON CORTES BURGOS identified as Secretary General of the 
organization. 


The May 22, 1968, issues of "El Mundo" and of "El 
Imparcial, " both Spanish language daily newspapers published 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico, carried articles concerning the formation 
of a new "political party" called the "Socialist Workers Party" 
in Aguadilla, Puerto Rico. According to the articles, the new 
organization advocates armed revolution and announced at a public 
meeting that it would secure weapons to achieve its objective of 
Independence and Socialism for Puerto Rico. The articles reported 
that at the public meeting in Aguadilla, Chinese communist leader, 
MAO TSE TUNG, was cheered and workers, countrymen and students were 
urged to battle against Capitalism. 

On August 27, 1968, the same source reported that WII50N 
CORTES BURGOS justified the need for the new organization, PSO, 
with the declaration that it was the first independence-type 
organization which followed the Marxist-Leninist line as expounded 
by MAO TSE TUNG of Red China. 


On September 1 6 , 1968, a second source reported on an .. 'V» 
open meeting sponsored by the PSO in Lares*., Puerto Rico, on /' 
September 1 5, 1968. WILSON CORTES BURGOS was the principal speaker 


and he criticized other independence groups for not being more 


militant. CORTES BURGOS declared that the PSO was 
the world communist movement and was following the 
line of political activity.

On September 16 , 1968, the first source advised that 
the first issue of the official publication of the PSO, ”Obreros 
en Marcha" (Workers on the March) had been published. 

In December, 1968, the first source related that 
NARCISO RABELL MARTINEZ, known to him as the former representative 
in Havana, Cuba, of a prominent independence organization in 
Puerto Rico, had become very active in the PSO and was in the 
process of organizing within the PSO the Movimiento Independencia 
Rebelde Armado (MIRA) (Armed Rebel Independence Movement) composed 
of select members of the PSO who are to be in charge of all 
sabotage and related activities of the PSO. RABELL, with the 
concurrence of WILSON CORTES BURGOS, has announced that the aim 
and goal of MIRA and PSO will be to attack and destroy by means 
of bombing or incendiarism all the American owned businesses 
possible. According to the source, targets will also include 
other American establishments on the island of Puerto Rico such 
as National Guard Armories and military installations.

"Antonia, Venceremos CAL. " This was written with black marking 
pen or some similar instrument. 


The Goman doc Armadoo, dc Liboraction (Armed 
Commandos of Libera Lion) (CAL) is a Puerto 
Rican independence seeking group that claims 
to be responsible for some of the incendiarism 
and bombings occurring in Puerto Rico since 
October, 1967. CAL disclaims any affiliation 
with any known separatist group and alleges 
that their complete operation is clandestine. 

"Antonia" in the notation found at the Burger King refers to 
Antonia Martinez, the University of Puerto Rico coed who was 
killed by a bullet during the recent riot at the University 
of Puerto Rico campus . on March 4, 1970. 


Initially during the investigation by 01 it was 
thought a second possible victim had been injured as a result 
of the bomb blast, but this information proved to be erroneous.

SEPARATIST NY GROUP DENIES HAVING PLACED BOMBS 

The Independence group, "Resistencia Paerto^^iquena ,, 
(Puerto Rican Resistence), with headquarters in New York, 
denied having participated in the placing of incendiary 
bombs in two department stores in the East side of 
New York, as well as in other areas of the city. 

In a Press release, the Puerto Rican Relstence 
group rejects the accusations of an article published 
in the Daily News newspaper, in which the newspaper 
claims to. have received a letter signed by the Puerto 
Rican Resistence group and GRISELIO, making themselves 
responsible for the action and threatening with "revolutionar 
violence if Puerto Rico is not granted independence." 

According to the article printed in the Daily 
News, the reports of the Police point out that this organiza- 
tion is also known as MIRA, and that it is "extremely 
dangerous." It also states that MIRA placed at least 
35 incendiary bombs in New York and more than 75 in 
Puerto Rico, causing damages to American -owned 
establishments, amounting to more than 20 millions of 
dollars . 


The information continues to state that two 
Puerto Rican policemen are in the city, working with 
Spanish- sppaking detectives, investigating the suspects. 
The Puerto Rican detectives took photographs and 
fingerprints with them, as well as other information 
regarding the members of the MIRA group . 


In its Press communication, the separatist 
group claims that "the accusations made against the 
Puerto Rican Resistance must be considered as part of 
a carefully studied plan, to justifyvthe arrest, trials, 
and incarceration of the Puerto Rican revolutionaries, 
to thn a try to stop the inevitable radicalization of 
our people exiled in New York, and in addition, please 
the more conservative sections of the country, which 
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demands the beheading of a few, as an answer to the 
bamb3 which explode everywhere against their interests. 1 .!.. 

They also point out that the accusations which-.." 
are made against the Puerto Rican businessmen in Harlem 
to raise funds and receive money from Cuba, "is another 
step in the slander campaign carried out by the government 
of this country, here as well as in Puerto Rico, against 
those who, like us, struggle for the national liberation 
of our country. " 

They claim that for that repression campaign, 
the government "has counted on the coward complicity 
of the more reactionary sections of the Press, represented 
by the Daily News and 'El Tiempo. 1 " 

Upon affirming that it is false that the 
Puerto Rican Resistance is responsive for the publication 
of the Press release received by the Daily News, the 
directors of the organization assure that: "they will 

not be able to silence our voioe* which is the conscience 
of that heroic people, who, for 71 years have struggled 
against the power of American imperialism, and that 
firmly shouts proudly: We are Puerto Ricans."

Executive Committee voted to sever relations with the I US, inasmuch 
as delegates to the 9^h IUS Congress held in Mongolia between 
March 27 and April 5, 1967, denied a FUPI sponsored motion which 
cited the student delegation of Chile as an* organisation which 
serves as a ‘‘screen for the Central Intelligence Agency.'", 

The IUS has been cited by the Internal Security Sub- 
committee of the Senate Judiciary Committee m 1956 as being 
among "international communist fronts functioning at the present 
time" and by the Committee on Un-American Activities, U. S. House 
of Representatives, in 1951, as one of the "long established, 
Soviet-controlled international organizations . " 


The 12th FUPI Congress, which was dedicated to ERNESTO 
,: CHZ M GUEVARA, and to the National Liberation Front of Vietnam, 
in its "General Statement" as ratified on October 29, 19o7, 
expressed solidarity with the "Black Nationalist Movement in 
the United States”; reaffirmed its total support of decisions 
made by the Latin American Continental Organization of Students 
(GCLAE) , a Latin American student organization based in Havana, 
Cuba; condemned the Selective Service law and proclaimed support 
tc ail who repudiate same; declared the "common enemy of all men 
is Yankee imperialism" . and vowed "to struggle by any means for the 
obtaining of independence in the liberation of Puerto Rico."

The MPIPR was .organized in November, 1959, at Ponce, 
Puerto Rico, to work for the independence of Puerto Rico. It 
his an estimated membership of between 1,000 and 1,300 people 
with missions throughout the Island of Puerto Rico and in 
New York, New York; Chicago, Illinois; and Buffalo, New York. 

At the time the MPIPR was organized, it indicated 
that it did not* advocate violence but would accept members viho 
did . JUAN MARI BRAS, the founder and dominant leader of this 
organization, in a speech during March, 1964, threatened violence 
comparable to that in Algeria, 1964, if Puerto Rico became a state 
within the United States. A source reported in 1966 that a leader 
of the MPIPR has indicated that :, the- Revolution" would soon begin 
and another source advised that another official of this organiza- 
tion has attempted to obtain a number of automatic pistols. 

Articles praising FIDEL CASTRO and the Cuban Government 
regularly appear in the MPIPR publications. In 1961 the MPIPR 
adopted a resolution expressing a 100 per cent approval of and 
solidarity with the Cuban revolution. It sent a delegation to 
the Tri-Continental Conference of African, Asian, and Latin 
American People, held in Havana, Cuba, during January, 1966 , and 
it maintains a permanent delegate to the Secretariat located in 
Havana . 


The press of Puerto Rico has reported that the MPIPR 
has held numerous demonstrations protesting compulsory military 
service of Puerto Ricans and United States policy in Vietnam and 
the Dominican Republic. 

In December, 19^6, the Governor of Puerto Rico signed 
into lav: a bill calling for a plebiscite on July 23 , 1967 , to 
determine the future political status of Puerto Rico. The 
plebiscite, denounced vociferously by the MPIPR as "an act of 
Yankee imperialism to maintain the colonial status of Puerto Rico > "X

7.1 MTENTO PRC-I NDEPENDENCI A DE PUERTO RICO 
( PUERTO RICA Tv INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENT) (MPIPR) 


The MPIPR was organized in November, 1959 , at Ponce, 
Puerto Rico, to work for the independence of Puerto Rico. It 
has an estimated membership of between 1,000 and 1,300 people 
with missions throughout the Island of Puerto Rico and in 
Hew York, New York; Chicago, Illinois; and 3 uffalo, New York. 

At the time the MPIPR was organized, it indicated 
that it did not advocate violence but would accept members who 
did . JUAN MARI BRAS, the founder and dominant leader of this 
organization, in a speech during March, 1964 , threatened violence 
comparable to that in Algeria, 1964 , if Puerto Rico became a state 
within the United States. A source reported in 19 66 that a leader 
of the MPIPR has indicated that "the Revolution" would soon begin 
and another source advised that another official of this organiza- 
tion has attempted to obtain a number of automatic pistols. 

Articles praising FIDEL CASTRO and the Cuban Government 
regularly appear in the MPIPR publications. In 1961 the MPIPR 
adopted a resolution expressing a 100 per cent approval of and 
solidarity with the Cuban revolution. It sent a delegation to 
cne Tri-Continental Conference of African, Asian, and Latin 
American People, held in Havana, Cuba, during January, i960, and 
--.w maintains a permanent delegate to the Secretariat located in 
Havana. 


The press of Puerto Rico has reported that the MPIPR 
has held numerous demonstrations protesting compulsory military 
service of Puerto Ricans and United States policy in Vietnam and 
the Dominican Republic. 

In December, 1966, the Governor of Puerto Rico signed 
into lav/ a bill calling for a plebiscite on July 23 , 1967, to 
determine the future political status of Puerto Rico. The 
plebiscite, denounced vociferously by the MPIPR as "an act of 
Yankee imperialism to maintain the colonial status of Puerto Rico, 
resulted in an overwhelming endorsement of the present Free 
Associated State status. »
